Shake Well Before Each Use. Hold container 6 to 8 inches from exposed skin and/or clothing 
with a slow, sweeping motion. DO NOT spray in enclosed areas. Avoid breathing a spray 
product, and DO NOT use it near food. Repellents should be applied only to exposed skin 
and/or clothing (as directed on this product label).
